This may be a product detector, as much as an AGC problem. In my R4-C, 
addition of the Sherwood PD removed any traces of leading edge roughness on 
SSB signals and produces generally smoother sounding SSB than the stock 
detector. Of course, this could just be a back door way of fixing what may 
fundamentally be an AGC problem anyway -- but it works ....

For those following my story (must be 1.25 of you not bored yet, hi), I 
had asked for info about Drake Twins and got it, thanks. 


I picked up the R4A and T4X on Thursday, from a very good source, and I 
could return it if I wanted. But right now, there is one niggly, I hope 
not so big, problem. 

I have checked into a couple SSB nets, and reports are fine it seems. 


But in testing it out into a dummy load and learning how to tune up the 
xmter finals etc. I have discovered one thing. 


In CW, it seems to send a wee bit of tone, not so much carrier that I can 
see (no real RF amount visible on meter) but about .1 amps are visible on 
the meter and the receiver is not released. So if it is in the cw 

position ready for cw, you can key it fine, and hear a good sidetone, but 
upon key release the receiver is not released back and the .1 amp is 

steady on the meter with a smaller tone still heard in the receiver (its 
still transmitting, sort of, but not really). Anyone have any ideas on this? 


In SSB the vox works fine. I have played with vox, antivox and vox delay 
and the little tone on cw persists. 

Also, BIAS and carrier balance have been looked at and seem to be where 
the manual says they are to be. 


Anyhow, ideas or pokes at my reasoning are welcome. Maybe there is one 
small point which need attention. The rig is in very fb shape, so I am 
mystified that given its overall shape this small, but significant 
problem, exists. 


Thanks a lot. When this gets fixed I PROMISE you'll hear nothing from me 

on the Drakes ( I really hope) except for 

occassional outbursts of how happy ( I think) I am ( going to be ) with the 
Twins 

overall. What has been hear on the R4A so far is great to my ears, and 

the SSB reports from the nets were fb as well.

Troops, 


A couple of weeks ago I asked the group for info on the R-366/TRR-5 recei- 
ver. It was a big question mark to me, and for the most part it obviously was 
to just about everybody on the net. Well, here's the dope. 


Thru a convoluted set of circumstances that I won't describe, I got my paws 
on one of these critters. It's an odd one. 


Of late there's been a lot of nominees for the perfect shop radio. I think 
this thing may be it. 


What we have is a rather unique single conversion receiver, 540 - 30,000 KHz 
with 2 RF amp stages (6BA6), a 6BE6 mixer driven by a 6C4 conversion oscillator 
two IF stages (6BA6), and a 6BA6 BFO. Detector / AVC rectifier are in a 6AL5, 
with another 6AL5 acting as noise limiter. First audio is 1/2 of a 12AU7, while 
2nd audio and phase splitter are in a 12AT7. Audio output is push-pull 6AQ5. 


The beast has a rather good, 6 position crystal filter. A 6J6 is included as 
a "scanner output" tube (more on this later). 


Physically, we're talking slightly larger than an R-390A, but about 2/3 the 
weight. The beast is rack mountable, but it comes in an aluminum cabinet with 
roller rack rails (!), done up in “USMC Green" wrinkle. Front panel 12.25" 
high, engraved, and done up in smooth "USMC Green". Builder is Espey Corp., 
and it was made for the Navy; I'd guess circa 1947 to 1955 roughly. 


The dial is especially noteworthy. This sucker is an analog, 1/4 moon con- 
figuration, and it's SMOOTH!!! I've felt rougher dials on R-388s!!! There is a 


large locking ring behind the main tuning knob, prominently marked on the front 
panel. There is no S-meter. The radio has 5 bands, and they're broad enough 
that this thing doesn't need a bandspread (doesn't have one, anyway). 


The purpose of the set was a bit of a mystery at first. Initially, I thought 
it was an unusually complete "morale radio". No way. This thing is a hunk of 
SIGINT gear. 


An SO-239 on the rear apron goes to the scanner tube (both sections of a 
6J6 wired as a cathode follower). The 636 input is the plate of the mixer. 


This beast is a SIGINT "cruiser" radio, meant to drive a panadaptor scope. 
It was probably intended for finding interesting signals that heavier artillery 
(say, an R-390 with signal analysis goodies connected) could be zeroed on 
later. 


It's clear that this rig was never intended for any other purpose; there are 
no muting contacts for use with a transmitter. 


Stability, both electrical and mechanical, are excellent; this beast is rock 
solid all the way. Also, the rig is so overbuilt that it's clear that it was 
intended for use under rather rugged field conditions. 


The only power option apparent is 110 VAC. Total tube count is 16. 


Sensitivity is quite good, but at this point I can't make a final determin- 
ation; I have some minor repairs to do, and an alignment. At present, it seems 
somewhat prone to overload and it's attendant intermodulation. 


A switch on the rear apron allows the choice of high or low antenna imped- 
ance at the SO-239 input connector. 


Serviceability is a bit of a paradox. 


The set is divided into 3 large subunits; power supply/audio, front end, 
and IF strip/detector/BFO/AGC. 


All three have bottom panels secured by Dzus connectors, and are INCREDIBLY 
open in terms of parts layout; troubleshooting is a piece of cake. 


Front end alignment, on the other hand, is gonna be a bear. The front end 
tuned circuits are in a turret assembly, completely shielded by two metal 
drums. The adjustment screws are on the drum faces. The only ones readily acc- 
essable are the antenna adjustments, on the rear face of the rear drum. 


Everything else is between the two drums (facing each other), and on the 
front of the first drum (facing into the dial gearworks and scale). 


Getting to them is gonna require a set of ignition wrenches, and even then 
it will be a brass plated bitch to work on. 


BTW, the radio is tuned by a large, multisection variable capacitor which is 
tucked away safely from accidental damage INSIDE of the front end chassis. 


I have the beast playing, but I have a bit of work to get things optimized. 
So far, paired up with a BC-1031 panadaptor, it does a good job. 


BTW, audio outputs are headphone level audio (front panel), and 600 ohm high 
level (4 pin connector on the rear apron). 


Stay tuned; we'll be back with more on "As The Dial Turns".

I have found that usually this is caused by excessive friction in the detent 
mechanism, either from oxidation or accumulated grunge. 


What I have successfully done is to put a drop of silicon lubricant on the 
shaft -- right where it passes through the front panel mount bushing, and 
cleaned up and lubricated the detent. I usually use a LITTLE "Phonolube" on 
the ball and around the circumference of the ridged detent plate. Working the 
switch (gently) should loosen it right up.
